There are here a great number of jfnts, and of that big» 
nefs, that the Authorreports, that being one day (ick in his 
bed, he was forced to order hinifelf to be carried out of his 
room for fear of being devoured by «them. As it ofren 
happens to thofeof Angola: where you may alfo find in the 
morning, the Skelitonsof Cms devoured b.y thefe Ants in 
onenight. 

Amongft other fair Fruit Trees in Br<»««/ thereisone, 
whofe Fruit is called fflceffo : which hath this remarkable, 
that it hath but two Leaves y whereof each is able to cover 
a man,

LAft year I found a Rarity growing wild' in a Foreft 
, of this County of Worcefier. \t is defcribed by 
L'Ol>eliusundet the name of Sorbus Vyrifoimti : as alfo by 
Mathiolus upon Diofcorides. And by Bauhimus y under the 
name of Sorbm Procera, And they agree, that in France? 
Germany, and Italy they are commonly found. But neither 
Thefe, noranyof our own Conntry-men, as Gerard, Par* 
kinfon, Johnfcn, How^ nor thofc Learned Authors Merretox 
Hay, have taken notice of its being a Native of England. 
Nor have any of our EnglifhWriters fo much as menrion'd 
it. Saving, thatMr» Lyte, in his Tranflation of Dodonam^ 
defcribes it under the name of the Sorb-Appk. But faith 
no more of the plact '-,. buc that it groweth m Dutcb- 
Land,.
